If garters aro worn it is important to 
know how lo apply them with tbo least risk 
ot barm ; at tho bend of Iho bneo the super- 
ficial veins of tho leg unite, and go dee-ply 
into tho under part of tho luigh, beneath 
tho hum-string tendons. Thus o ligature 
below thoknca otalucts all the superficial 
veins : but if Iho obstruction is above, t'no 
ham-string tendons keep the blood from Iho 
legs.
